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ARTIST AND ACTIVIST DANA CHANDLER TO LECTURE AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Artist Dana Chandler, founder and director of the Afro-American Master 
Artists in Residence Program (AAMARP) at Northeastern University in Boston, 
will speak on "Creating an Afro-American Artist Program at a Major White 
University" on Sunday, January 24, at 3 pm, as part of the Martin Luther King, 
Jr., Celebration at The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Dana Chandler, Jr., also known as Akin Duro, has helped make Boston a 
vital center for Black art. He is known for confronting the viewer with the 
issue of racism in humorous, ironic, or occasionally caustic "message" art, 
such as his famous mural "Knowledge is Power, Stay in School," and his "Sexual 
Racism Ridiculousness" series. His work is brightly colored, from 
controversial social commentary paintings to "organic abstractions" (tissue 
collages) and Afri-Portraits. AAMARP, which he created ten years ago, has 
presented more than sixty exhibitions from many areas of the world in its five 
galleries and two multi-purpose rooms, and provides studio space to twenty 
artists. A retrospective exhibition of his paintings and constructions has 
recently been on view at the Massachusetts College of Art in Boston.
